DENVER, Colo., June 23.—Mrs. John 
W. Springer, veiled, took the 
stand, shortly before noon today in the 
trial of H. F. Henwood, charged with

Hotel a month ago. She was a witness 
for the defense. Attorney John T. Bot- 
tom asked Mrs. Springer if she knew 
John W. Springer, Sylvester von Phul 
and Harold F. Henwood. 

“TI do,” she replied to each question. 


“Did von Phul ever make threats 
against you?” asked the attorney for the 
defense. 

The lawyers for the State raised an 
objection, and were sustained by Judge 
Greeley Whitford. 

Henwood Placed on Stand. 

Mrs. Springer was taken from the 
stand and Henwood was placed on the 
stand to pave the way for her to testify. 

The only other witness this morning 
was George M. Russell, the barkeeper, 
who had been recalled and who testi- 
fied that von Phul was facing Henwood 
when the latter fired at him. 

The prosecution completed its . evi- 
dence in an unexpectedly short time 
vesterday afternoon. The defense is 
expected to consume a good part of the 
time today in the examination of Mrs. 
Springer, in an effort to prove that it 
was in shielding Mrs. Springer from 
ven Phul’s attentions that Henwood 
incurred von Phul’s enmity, thus lead- 
ing up to the fight which resulted in 
the shooting. 

The ‘anxiety of Mrs. Springer to re- 
cover letters written by her to von 
Phul was the primary cause of the fatal 
shooting, so John T. Bottom, Hen- 
wood’s attorney, told the jury in his 
opening statement. 

Several physical encounters - preceded 
the shooting, he said, von Phu] threat- 
ening Henwood’s life and covering him 
with a revolver. 

The fatal shots were fired, said the 
uttorney, after Von Phul had threat- 
ened to “Shave it out with Springer to 
see who is master of that woman.”’ 

The prosecution on its direct testimony 
contented itself. with establishing the 
fact of Copeland’s death and the man- 
ner in which he lost his. life. 

Cross-examination failed to show any 
evidence that von. Phul was armed at 
the time he was shot. It was testified, 
however, that von Phul was the ag- 
gressor. —

Serious Effects of Dry Weather

The weather forecaster’s prediction of 
showers for Friday night has given 
slight hope for the breaking of the 
drouth which is threatening the _pros- 
perity of Missouri and the entire South- 
west, and which has begun tg have seri- 
ous effects in St. Louis. No heavy rain- 
fall, however, is expected. 

A few drops, big ones, fell shortly be- 
fcre 1 p. m. Friday, but the rain was 
over almost before shoppers and lunch- 
goers could put up umbrellas or run un- 
der protecting awnings. 

Telagrams received Friday by the 
Third National and the State National 
banks from correspondents in the South- 
west told of heavy rains there Thurs- 
day night. The messages stated that 
‘great benefit had resulted in the 
parched district of Oklahoma. 

Prayers for rain, the first officially 
_ authorized in the St. Louis archdiocese 
for a decade, have been ordered in all 
Catholic churches by a special decree 
of Archbishop Glennon. Crops in the 
vicinity of St. Louis are in danger of 
perishing and grass in the city parks 
is turning yellow, while the demand 
for water on private lawns has brought 
the consumption of city water near the 
capacity of the department. 

Fall Is 4.72 Inches Behind. 

Figures showing just what a long dry 
spell St. Louis and the surrounding 
country are having were compiled Fri- 
day by the Weather Bureau. They show 
that ‘since May 1 St. Louis has faller 
4.72 inches behind the rainfall it should 
have enjoyed. 

The rainfall thus far this month has 
been .41 of an inch. For May it wes 
2.26 inches. The normal rainfall for May 
is 4.24. inches, and for the first 22 days 
of June 3.15 inches. 

The smallest rainfall in any June since 
records have been kept here was .4l 
of an inch in June, 1864. If rain does 
not fall within the next week this low- 
water mark of drouth will be repeated 
this year. 


April Fall Above Normal, 

The normal rainfall for June here 
is 4.47-inches and the high-water mark 
for the month is 17.7 inches, in 1848. 

Of the 2.26 inches of rain which fel! 
in May here, 1.58 came in the last four 
days of the month. 


St. Louis had more rain in April than h 


usual this year. The rainfall in tha‘ 
month, 7.46 inches, was 3.94 above the 
normal, On April 29 2.29 inches fell. 


100,000 Sprinkling Lawns. 

St. Louis ts now using more water 
than ever before. Water Commissioner 
Wall said Friday that 97,000,000 gallons 
is being pemped daily, whereas in cold 
weather the average runs from 65,000,000 
te 68,000,000 gallons. 


Wall estimated that 190,000 persons in| 


St. Louis sprinkle their lawns during 
the afternoon and evening, and attrib- 
utes the unusual consumption of water 
mainly to this. The capacity of the city 
Pumps is 110,000,000 gallons a day when 
hard pressed, leaving nothing for re- 
serve, Under ordinary power they can 
pump only 100,000,000 gallons. 
Park Hay Yield Is Short. 

Keepers of the city parks report to 
‘Park Commissioner Davis that the grass 
,is in bad condition. The grass on open 
spaces in certain remote parts of Forest 
Park is cut every year to use as hay 
in winter, and. yield this su ” 
has been only one-tenth of what it 
last summer. |

Red Spiders Injure Trees. 
Iaspector Windt in the City Forester’s

Swarms of red spiders, which are most 
active ‘in hot weather, and which suck 
the sap from the leaves of trees, -are 

further injuring them, Windt said. The 
appropriation for the City Forester’s of- 
fice is not large enough to permit of 
much spraying, but Windt says spraying 
. is being done where possible.

“hard up” and appealed to Breckinridge 
Jones to be generous with him by not 
charging the full commisison of $52,500 
on the sale of $1,750,000 stocks and se- 
Gurities to Belgian bankers, according 
to Jones’ deposition Thursday in the 
suit fled by Kobusch to recover $325,000 
alleged overcharges from the Missis- 
sippi Valley Trust Co. Previous to that 
time Kobusch had filed a statement 
with him listing assets by which he 
claimed to be worth $4,000,000, Jones 


testified. 

“Kobusch had never complained of 
the commission charge on the ground 
that we had not earned it, before the 
bringing of this suit,’’ Jones testified. 
“When he gaid he was hard up and 
Made an appeal for generosity, we 
showed him our contract by which he 
had agreed to pay us 8 per cent on the 
stocks sold. We charged the full com- 
mission.” 

$12,500 to Paris Agent. 

The testimony of Jones showed that 
Kobusch paid $12,500 to L. M. Lyon, 
his Paris agent, and gave him notes 
for $12,500 for his services in the Bel- 
gian transaction, in addition to the 
commissions and expenses paid Jones 
and the Mississippi Valley Trust Co. 

The Kobusch securities, according to 
Jones, were also attached in Belgium 
by a Mr. Budin, who claimed $900) 
for his serviced in introducing Kobusch 
to the Belgian bankers. This. suit -s 
etill pending, Jones said, 

Kobusch discovered the Belgium 
bankers through introductions of Lyon 
and Baudin, Jones testified in answer 
to questions by Sears Lehman, attor- 
ney for Kobusch. He said that before 
the Mississippi Valley Trust Co. be- 
gan negotiations for the sale of San 
Antonio Water Co. stock to the Bel- 
gians, Lyon was required to sign a 
paper releasing the trust company 
from all liability for his services. He 
said that any money paid to Lyon or 
Baudin was a personal matter with 
Kobusch.

When Kobusch paid Lyon $12,500, he 
borrowed the money from the trust com- 
- pany, Jones said. The notes for $12,50)

minority, Speaking otf that coalition, 
he said: 

‘It is a rope of sand and it will not 
hold. The performance of the insurgents 
and Democrats on Wednesday was ef- 
fective for the time, but the differences 
between the two elements.are so radical 
that the combination will not continue, 
and if the purpose of it was to defeat 
Canadian reciprocity it will fail. 

“With the tariff question dumped into 
the Senate in connection with reciproe- 
ity, delay is to be expected, but in 
the end reciprocity will go through. 
and it then will remain to be seen 
what shall be done with the tariff bilis 
now before the Senate and those yet to 
be presented.’’ 

Vote to Be Taken Monday. 

The Senate agreed today to vote next 
Monday on the Root amendment to 
the wood pulp and paper schedule of} 
the Canadian reciprocity bill. 

The proposal for a vote Monday was 
made by Chairman Penrose of the Fi- 
nance Committee and there was no op- 
position. The Senate will not be in 
session tomorrow and Penrose explained 
that he was anxious to dispose of the 
amendment. 

The outlook in the Senate is for a 
long and somewhat dreary period of 
debate with no visible prospect of re- 
lief. Under present conditions, with. no 
party in control and no leadership rec- 
ognized, no one can say in advance 
what is going to happen or when any- 
thing may transpire out of the ordi- 
nary. 

When Senator Penrose predicts favor- 
able action on the reciprocity bill ha 
voices what is unquestionably the pr2- 
dominating opinion of a majority ‘of 
senators regarding the outlook for the 
measure. ; 

Even Democrats and _  irsurgents 
agree that the phobabilities are favor- 
é&ble to the success of the reciprocity 
Lill, and a majority of the Democrats 
are now unquestionably opposed to any 
amendment of it. 

There is a bare possibility of agree. 
ing upon the La Follette-Bristow-Cum- 
mins tariff amendments, but in the 
face of the certainty that the Presi- 
dent will take a positive prosition 
against all amendments it 1s extremely 
doubtful whether any rider can be 
placed upon the bill, 

Rumor of a Recess, 

Rumors of a recess of Congress from 
July 1 to Oct. 1, to tide the extra session 
over the heated season, were revived 
today along with an agreement in the 
Serlate to adjourn from today until 
Monday. None of the Senate or House 
leaders avowed knowledge of the re- 
cess plan assuming definite shape. 

The adjournment of the Senate over 
until Monday was to allow Vice-Presi- 
dent Sherman to leave the city on busi- 
ness. So long as the Senate is without 
a president pro tempore, the Vice-Presi- 
dent may not be away for more than a 
day at a time, and as an election has 
been impossible, Sherman’s liberty is 
greatly circumscribed.

Juan Sarabia, Who Formerly 
Conducted Paper Here and 
Was Arrested on Criminal 
Libel Charge, Returns Aft- 
er Success of Madero Party 
Releases Him.

MUSIC OF GUITAR 
SAVED HIS REASON 


(Arrest and Conviction While 
Seeking to Win Adherents 
in Juarez Was the. Result 
of. Treachery, He Says; 
Will Start Paper. 


Juan Sarabia, original Mexican revo- 
lutionist, who suffered. the martyrdom 
of four years’ imprisonment in a dun- 
geoh before the downfall of the Diaz 
government freed him, ‘is in St. Louis. 
He has spent the past three days in 
visiting his countrymen here, some of 
whom aided him when, six years ago, 
_he anda few compatriots conducted the 
" revolutionary junta which the St. Louis 
police later broke up. He told the story 
of his terrible experience to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Friday. 

The fortress prison of San Juan de 
Ulua, where Sarabia was confined, was 
the bastile of Mexico. It stands on an 
island inthe harbor of Vera Cruz, and 
its deepest and dampest cavity was Sa- 
rabia’s home from the spring of 1906, 
when he was placed in solitary con- 
finement there, until May 25, last. The 
day of his release was the day on which 
his once powerful and vindictive enemy, 
Diaz, sailed from Vera Cruz for Europe. 

‘For the first “two years, Sarabla’s 
timate was his only compant6a. Then 
= a cellmate was placed with him. 
'Sarabia’s speeches and writings con- 
stituted his only offense, but his power 
as a writer and an orator was such 
that Diaz and the men about him 
deemed Sarabia more dangerous than 
a regiment of insurrectos. Herice the 
extraordinary efforts which were made 
with final success, to enlist the aid of 
the United States Government in stop- 
ping the publication of his St. Louis 
paper, Regeneracion. 

In. St. Louis Jail. 

He was in the St. Louis jail for sev- 
eral weeks in the early winter of 1905, 
rharged With criminal libel. by ths 
Governor of a Mexican state. With 
him were Ricardo and Enrique Flores 
Magon. They were released on bond 
and fled to Canada, but later sent 
to their bondsmen the money which the 
jatter had lost by their flight. 

Soon afterward Sarabia ventured to, 
. end then across, the Mexican border in 
“his eagerness to spread the propaganda 
of the Mexican Liberal party. His ar- 
rest in the border town of Juarez, and 
the eloquent defense which he made to 
the charge of treason in his trial, are 
part of Mexican history. He was not 
allowed to speak at length before his 
judges, but printed copies of his de- 
fense, secretly circulated throughout 
Mexico, made thousands of enemies for 
Diaz and the Clentifico regime. 

Will Publish Paper. 

Sarabia plans to leave St. Louis Friday 
night for the City of Mexico, where he 
intends to begin the publication of a 
Liberal party organ. He is in sym- 
pathy with Francisco I. Madero, and has 
troken with his former comrades, the 
_ Magons, who have run to ultra-Social- 
- $m and who are now absorbed in the 
idea of making the péninsula of Lower 
California a Utopia, independent of Mex- 
ico or the United States. ‘ 
” Sarabia’s story of how he was trapped 
and betrayed and held incommunicado 
for four years and seven months in the 
old Spanish fortress follows: 

“T was in El Paso, Tex., in October, 
1906, trying to interest officers of the 
Mexi army in the revolutionary 
ca d Sarabia. “There was one 
group of officers that professed secret 
devotion to the revolution, and I was 
working hard to get them actively in 
the cause. A conference was arranged 
for me. with these officers, and to meet 
them} assed over to the Mexican side, 
to Cluds Juarez.

“But instead of meeting the officers 
as I had expected, I met a detail of 
_ police. They arrested me and took me 
ee There I was indicted

“The fortress of San Juan de Ulua 
is a horror in itself. It is a relic of the 
old Spanish days, having been built two 
centuries ago in the time of Philip ITI. 
Some of its walls are from 12 to 15 
yards in thickness, while the dungeon 


Walls are nine feet in thickness. 


“The first eight months in this fort- 
ress I had the company of some twenty- 
five other political prisoners. We were 
kept in the Same gallery.’ Once in a 
great while they. took us for a walk in 
the yards where we came ,into contact 
with the other prisoners. It was through 
these prisoners that I thought I would 
be able to escape. They were allowed to 
write letters. I had them send a couple 


of notes for me to friends in Vera Cruz 


and my friends had hit upon a plan for 


discovered. 

Withont Light Two Years. 
“For the next two years I was dead 
to the world. There was not even a 
crack in the walls of my dungeon where 
the light of day might enter. At noon- 
day the sentinel lit a small gas lamp 
that I might see to drink the soup ana 
eat the boiled meat that he brought 
me. This meat was often three days 
old, and in that hot climate it begins 
to decay in one day if care is not taken 
of it. The odor would often overcome 
me, 

“The only thing that kept me sane in 
those two years that I was by myself 
was a guitar which I was allowed to 
play. No books or papers ever made 
thir appearance in the dungeon. But 
the guitar was a friend that I will 
always cherish. I talked to it and 
Sang with it when I played and kept 
it always by me day and night. 

“Then one, day a political prisoner 

named Cesar’ Cenales got into difficul- 
ties with the commandant. There was 
n» other dungeon in which he could be 
put by himself, so they sent him to keep 
me company. From the hour that Can- 
ales entered my dungeon I grew strong- 
er in body and my hopes of ultimately 
getting back into the world again re- 
vived. My last two years in the dun- 
geon with Canales passed quickly and 
almost happily by contrast to what my 
lot had formerly been. 
“My only worry had:come to be about 
my mother in St. Louis. I was not al- 
lowed to write or send word to her 
and for as long as 13 months at a 
stretch I did not hear from her. My 
friends in Vera Cruz kept up a constant 
correspondence with her and sent her 
what news of me they had. 

“In the latter months of my impris- 
onment news of the revolution began 
to get into the fortress in mysterious 
ways, Canales and I did not hear as 
much as the others, but from what lit- 
tle we did hear and observe when the 
sentinels. took us out of the dungeons 
into the yard, we gleaned hope that 
the day was coming 800n when we 
would be free again. This feeling was 
general in the fortress, because nobody 
Was greatly surprised when we did get 
definite word of the overthrow of Diaz. 
“We were all liberated May 25 las: 
end after writing to my mother that I 
was free again and coming to st 
Louis to take her back to Mexico City 
vith me, I started first from Los An: 
veles, where Magon is now publishne 
Regeneracion. The paper, however, is 


pro longer the same as it was when 


i was connected with it. It has adopt- 
ed principles that are anarchistic an} 
is endeavoring to stir up a oew re- 
bellion in Lower California againgt 
Madero.

DEATH SIGN BY 


VICTIM LED 0 
FATAL BATILE 


Italian on Trial for Murder De- 
clares He Feared Camarata 
Would Kill Him. 


DRAMATIC STORY TOLD 
Man Whose Life Is at Stake 


Pleads That He Was Not 
the Aggressor. 





Antonio Sansone, on trial for stabbing 
Giuseppe Camarata to death, told the 
jury in the course of his testimony in 


his own behalf in Judge McQuillin’s 
court Friday morning that Camarata> 
two days before the tragedy, made with 
his uplifted hand a sign which, in the 
Italian vendetta code, meant: 

“I will kill you che next time I see 
you.” # * 

Sansone, speaking under the pressure 
of the greatest excitement, made before 
the jury’s eyes the deadly sign. It con- 
sisted of placing the thumb and fore- 
finger of his right hand together,_so as 
to form a ring, while the other three 
fingers were extended rigidly. 

“It was at Fifteenth and Washington,”’ 
said the prisoner, speaking with a loud- 
ness and rapidity which his lawyers 
tried in vain to moderate. ‘‘We quar- 
reled in front of a grocery. The grocer 
told us to quit quarreling there,. but as 
Camarata went away, he held his right 
hand up and made the sign of death— 
like this.,’’ 

Slayer’s Story of Fight. 

That happened Sept. 10 last, he said. 
Monday morning, Sept. 12, while San- 
sone was bending over a bunch of ba- 
nanas, sampling them with the aid of 
his knife, Camarata confronted him. 

“ ‘I've got you,’ he said,” testified 
Sansone. ‘‘And he reached back for his 
revolver. I knew he carried one. 

“I jumped up and swung my knife at 
him. I cut him inthe neck, it is true.

Mrs. Hanlon was considered the most 
important witness for the defense. She 
was.kept at home in anticipation of the

The other witnesses for the defense 
Friday were character witnesses, who 
declared young Sansone was of good 
repute. They were E. H. Schoppe, Nich- 
olas M. Bell, James H. Hicks and J. Nel- 
son. 

The throng of Italians in the court- 
room, divided into two hostile factions, 
was even denser than on the two days 
previous, and the police and private 
guard, to prevent disorder, was unre- 
laxed. 

Sansone’s testimony closed the case. 
In cross-examination, replying to 
Charles P. Johnson’s questions, he 
showed an evasiveness which was _ in 
strong contrast with the vigor and fire 
of his direct testimony, and which did 
not seem to please the jury. 

Arguments were scheduled for the 
afternoon session, with Johnson and As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Shaner repre- 
senting the State, and with pleas for 
Sansone by Attorneys Leahy, Howe and 
Yauntleroy, employed by the contribu- 
tions of the young banana peddlers 
friends. 

Antonio Carata, one of the witnesses 
for Sansone, told Thursday afternoon of 
a threat Camarata made against San- 
sone in his hearing. Carata speaks no 
English, and Patrolman Tomasso inter- 
preted for him the. phrase he said 
Carrarata used into the English eqv‘tva- 
lent—‘‘l’ll get you yet.” Carata said the 
threat was made just before the stab- 
bing. 

The lawyers for Sansone are trying to 
establish a self-defense excuse for the 
killing. 

Whilo a policeman whose beat ifs in 
Little Italy was testifying, a deputy 
sheriff in the courtroom saw @ man in 
the rear of the room signaling with his 
hand, and concluded an effort was being 
made to intimidate the witness. He put 
the man out of the room. 

The knife with which Camarata was 
killed and the coat he wore were ex- 
hibited to the jury, the widow sobbing 
as: the coat. was shown.

ARE SURRENDERED 
TOU. 5. SOLDIERS 


Americans Battling With Mexi- 
can Rebels Recross Line to 
Lay Down Their Arms. 


By Associated Press. 

TIJUANA, Lower California, June 23 
—With the surrender of 100 rebels under 
the command of “General” Jack Mosby 
st is believed that the revolutionary 
movement in Lower California has been 
completely stamped out. 

After two hours of. sharp fighting 
egainst approximately 500 Mexican 
troops, the rebels have laid down their 
arms at the international boundary 
line and marched across as prisoners of 
United States troops. 

It is steted that two rebels were 
killed and one wounded and that about 
50 Federals were killed and: wounded. 


Within Mile of Border. 


At the time of the surrender the Mex- 
Yican troops had advanced within a mile 
ur two of the boundary line and were 
in plain sight. The rebels were out- 
numbered and retreated three miles be- 
fore reaching the international line. 

Mosby and his men, all Americans, 
surrendered to Capt. Frank A. Wilcox. 
Thirtieth Infantry, United States Army.

TAFTCOMMENDS 
ALDRICH NATIONAL 
BANKING REFORM 


Considers Sound Currency Basis 
More Important Than Tariff 
Legislation. 


LIKES THE CENTRAL BANK 
Says Consideration of Question 
Should Be on Patriotic and 
Non-Partisan Lines. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Rureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 23.—President 
Taft considers the placing of the 
country’s banking and currency system 
on a sound basis as more important 
than tanff, railroad, corporation or 

any general political legislation, 
The President stated his position 
clearly last night in addressing the 
convention of the New York State 
Bankers’ Association, at Manhattan 
Beach. ‘ 
His address was mainly devoted to a 
eareful and coherent elucidation of the 
Aldrich-National reserve association 
plan, which he warmly commended as 
providing for “the establishment of 
the 7000 national banks of this coun- 
try on a representative Republican 
basis.’ 
Declares It Careful Plan. - 

The President declared is a “care- 
ful and well-drawn plan devised by a 
nonpartisan commission to avoid. the 
concentration of controlling interest 
either in Wall street or in Washing-

ers, railroads, commercial and manu- 
facturing interests.’’ 
Central Agency Necessary. 
The President first rewewed the dis- 
turbance to which the country has been 
subjected owing to frequent agitations 


the defects of the present banking plan 
at length. 
The need of drastic reform was em- 
phasized and the speaker continued: 
“In all well regulated banking and 
currency systems of the old world the 


issue of bank notes to be used as cur- 
rency, is placed under the control of a 
central bank, recognized by the Govern- 
ment and given the necessary author- 
ity. In this way the monetary exigen- 
cies presented by domestic and foreign 
trade in the rising and falling demand 
for currency, in the facilitating the ex- 
change and liquidation of commercial 
credit, are promptly met. 

“The necessity, in any satisfactory 
system to be adopted by us, for some 
agency like that of a general.bank, has 
generally. been acquiesced in by all who 
have given careful, candid and intelli- 
gent consideration of the currency sys- 
tem of other countries, where they do 
not have monetary panics, and to the 
causes for the currency panics which 
we do have to our cost in this country. 

Aldrich-Vreelang Bill. 

“After our last money panic in 1907 
legislation was adopted known as the 
Aldrich-Vreeland bill, which offers an 
instrument for temporary relief against 
the actual cash stringency due to hoard- 
ing and to panic, but of a very clumsy 
and unsatisfactory character. 

“It was adopted as the best thing 
that could be advised under the circum- 
stances, which would have any chance 
of passing the House and the Senate; 
but no one who was responsible for it 
considered it a broad or satisfactory 
solution of the difficulties presented by 
our present system. 


Calls for Patriotism. 
“A monetary commission was ap- 


pointed, of which then Senator Aldrich 
was made chairman. It was a non- 
partisan commission. I dwell with great 
emphasis on the fact that it was non- 
partisan, because if we are to work out 
this problem scientifically the hope lies 
in our securing support. for it from 
both political parties. 

“Sometimes measures are of so com- 
plicated a character, involve the con- 
sideration of so many perplexing ele- 
ments, and are so free from the appar- 
ently direct relation to the individual 
citizen and are so lacking in use of self- 
ish political purposes in the promotion 
ef individual or party reputation, that 
they can be disposed of on their merits 
after a full and impartial discussion 
without party heat or party advantage 
and be carried to a ‘successful conclu- 
sion from the purest motives of high 
statesmanship and patriotism.”
